Majeſty for the End and Uſe above-men- 
tioned, and for no other Uſe, an Exciſe upon all Rum and other Spirits 
diſtilled, and upon all Wines whatjoever, and upon Lemmons, 3 
and Oranges, to be raiſed, levied and collected, and paid in Manner and 
Form following : | 


And be it accordingly enacted by the Governor, Council and Houſe 


of March One Thouſand ſeven Hundred and ſixty-ſix, every Perſon 
already licenſed, or that ſhall be hereafter licenſed, to retail Ram, or 
other Spirits diſtilled, or Wine, ſhall pay the Duties following.

And be it further enafted, That when any Perſon ſhall be charged 
with ſelling ſtrong Drink without Licence, one Witneſs produced to the 
Satisfaction of the Court or Juſtice before whom the Trial is, ſhall be 
deemed ſufficient for Conviction : And when and ſo often as it ſhall be 


obſerved that there is a Reſort of Perſons to Houſes ſuſpected of ſelling 


ſlrong Drink without Licence, any Juſtice of the Peace in the ſame Coun- 
ty ſhall have full Power to convene ſuch Perſons before him, to examine 
them upon Oath concerning the Perſons fuſpetted of ſelling or retailing 
ſtrong Þriok in ſuch Houſes, Outhouſes or other Dependencies thereof ; 
and if upon examining ſuch Witneſſes, and hearing the Defence of ſuch 
ſuſpe&ed Perſon, it ſhall appear to the Juſtice there is ſufficient Proof of 


the Violation of this Act by ſelling ſtrong Drink without Licence, Judg- 


ment may thereupon be made up againſt ſuch Perſon, and he ſhall forfeit 
in like Manner as if Proceſs had been commenced by Action or Informa- 


tion before the ſaid Juſtice, or otherwiſe the ſaid Juſtice may bind over 


the Perſon ſuſpected and the Witneſſes to the next Court of General Seſ- 


ſions of the Peace for the County where ſuch Perſon ſhall dwell.

and ſealed up and delivered into Court (the adverſe Party having firſt had 


Notice in Writing ſent to him or her of the Time and Place of Caption) 
ſhall be eſteemed as ſufficient Evidence in the Law to convict any Perſcn 
or Perſons offending againſt this Act, as if ſuch Witneſs or Witneſſes had 
been preſent at the Time of Trial, and given his, her or their Depoſition 
viva wace ; and every Perſon or Perſons who ſhall be ſummoned to give 
Evidence before two Juſtices of the Peace in Manner as aforeſaid, and 
ſhall neglect or refuſe to appear, or to give Evidence relating to the Facts 
he or ſhe all be enquired of, ſhall be liable andſubject to the ſame Penalty 
as he or ſhe would have been by Virtue of this Act for not appearing or 


neglecting or refuſing to give his or her Eyidence before the Grand Jury

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And be it further enacted, That all Fines, Penalties and Forfeitures 
ariſing by this Act, ſhall and may be recovered by Action or Information 
before any Court of Record proper to try the ſame, and where the Sum 
forfeited does not exceed forty Shillings,by Action or Information before 
any one of his Majeſty?
